will become effective July I. 
1980, were announced in a 
memorandum sent yesterday, 
to the faculty and staff from 
Chancellor Smith 
The changes will affect five 
major areas: Education. 
Home Economics. 
Cooperative Education, 
Nursing, and Engineering and 
Engineering Technology 
"... Changes will be made 
as they appear to be in the best 
interests of the total 
University and the students 
we serve,” stated the 
memorandum. 

The memo further states 
that the changes have resulted 
from an ongoing review of 
programs that began when 
Smith became Chancellor 
of UTM

A new chancellor, a new vice chancellor for 
academic affairs, a new dean of the School of 
Education, a new athletic director, a new head 
basketball coach and seven new faculty 
members, among many others, have come our 
way this year

BSN phasing-out good; 
careful thought shown 


The Bachelor of Science in Nursing degree 
has become the first "phasing-out" step in 
UTM's budget—tightening strategy for the 
future, and was a good choice when one con¬ 
siders the lack of demand for the program 

As Chancellor Charles Smith and Vice- 
Chancellor Milton Simmons have pointed out. 
the move to discontinue the program was made 
largely in order to meet the demand for nurses 
in the West Tennessee area The A. A program 
currently offered at UTM is a two-year 
nationally accredited program that admits any 
qualified student, while the BSN took fout 
years to earn, was not nationally accredited 
and only admits registered nurses to its degree 
program With the removal of the BSN degree 
the limitations on numbers of AA students 
admitted have likewise been removed and many 
more qualified nurses will graduate at the 
end of a two-year degree program 

Vice-Chancellor Simmons stated in last 
week's Pacer “The BSN program has not been 
a productive program in terms of credit hours 
produced, it appears that we don’t have a 
population of registered nurses great enough 
for a program like that to even come close to 
meeting its costs.’’ In addition, only ten to 
twelve students will be in need of arrangements 
to complete the BSN program after it has been 
discontinued at UTM. A favorable point is that 


UTM has gone to the trouble to work with the 
UT Center for the Health Sciences and the 
students involved to assure them that their 
degree will be obtainable through UTM. 

UTM students who wish to pursue careers in 
nursing still have two options: one is the two- 
year A.A. program that graduates nurses 
ready to assume positions in hospitals and the 
other pre-nursing program that gives students 
two years at UTM fulfilling requirements 
through the School of Arts and Sciences and 
then the two remaining years of training at any 
number of accredited nursing schools: 

We hope that the motivations for the phasing- 
out of the BSN program are clearly understood 
as solidly based ones, and we believe that UTM 
will be a stronger university with only two 
nursing degree programs The funding of two 
degree nursing programs was a financial drain 
on UTM, especially since federal regulations 
prevent the use of staff and instructors in both 
AA and BSN programs Dual staffing problems 
have been eliminated along with the BSN, so 
the university will get more for its salary 
dollar. 

We realize that the BSN elimination is 
merely the first major step in meeting the 
$400,000 budget cut planned for next year We 
hope that all other changes and deletions are as 
carefully thought and justifiable as the BSN 
phasing-out 


Religious symposium is 
a commendable venture 


The Department of Psychology and Religious 
Studies and the office of the Vice Chancellor for 
Academic Affairs are to be commended for 
sponsoring and organizing the two day 
program “Basic Beliefs of the Peoples of the 
Book: Judaism, Christianity, Islam” held May 
5-6. The program, which featured three 
speakers from Vanderbilt University, was a 
successful attempt at providing insight Into the 
fundamental principles of these three religions 
The presentations included lectures and a 
panel discussion, which were open to students, 
faculty and other interested persons, and those 
who attended any part of the program left with 
a greater awareness of the traditions and goals 
of the religion they heard discussed, and those 
who attended the panel presentation learned 
how the three religions draw on a common 
background and saw their similarities and 
differences Especially to be commended are 
those professors who offered their students 
extra credit for attending a part of the 
program. Students taking advantage of this 
situation helped their grades while getting a 
more in-depth anaylsis of one or more par¬ 
ticular religious faiths than they could have 


received in an equal amount of classroom 
study 

One evidence of the concern of the program’s 
organizers to have a successful symposium is 
their effort at inviting all the churches and 
universities in the area to send representatives 
The response to these invitations was good, 
considering that this was UTM’s first effort at a 
two-day program of this kind, but every 
organization that received an invitation should 
have made a conscientious effort to attend. 
While UTM’s students, faculty and others 
benelitted greatly through this effort, it is quite 
possible that those religious faiths who didn't 
attend would have found the knowledge shared 
by the three professors from Vanderbilt even 
more useful. 

UTM’s lack of cultural programs, especially 
since Open Forum is no longer meeting, is 
lamentable, but the Department of Psychology 
and Religious Studies and the office of the Vice 
Chancellor for Academic Affairs are doing 
their part to ease the cultural crunch. It is 
hoped that the other departments will follow 
this example

Dear Mr. Greer. 

I was present on April 26, 
I960 to witness the Student 
Activities Fair, which in my 
opinion was not handled 
properly. There are basically 
two major problems with that 
event. First, the con¬ 
sideration of Alpha Kappa Psi 
as an academic organization 
is obviously an error for two 
reasons. In a conversation 
with Dr. W. Baker on May 8, 
1980, he described this 
organization as a 
"professional business 
fraternity;" and they are the 


sole sponsors of the "Super 
Frat" competition which is a 
fraternity event. The only 
conclusion possible is that 
they are a fraternity with a 
fraternity house and not 
exclusively an academic 
organization 

Secondly, Tricia Shea, the 
U.A.C. student organizer of 
the event, also acted as one of 
the judges. This is a practice 
inconsistent with impartial 
judging. I call upon you to 
correct these problems before 
next year's competition, to 
clearly define organization 
types, and to give written 
apology to all the 
organizations which par¬ 
ticipated on April 26.

Not since James Merlin, a 
Belgian, invented roller 
skates in 1760, has the 
pastime been more popular. 
In fact, it is estimated that 
almost 30 million Ameri¬ 
cans have taken to those 
tiny foot wheels. 

Among the contem 
poraries are such idols as 
Linda Ronstadt and Cher. 
Socialites are giving roller 
skating parties; and most 
skating rinks are flourishing 
with disco skate nights. 
Some restaurants have put 
skates on their waitresses. 
Even political aspirants have 
taken to skates—perhaps to 
show their constituents how 
well they get around. 

The rebirth of the roller 
skate has probably come 
about as the result of new 
technology and greater in¬ 
terest in physical activity. It 
follows on the heels (or 
wheels) of the skateboard, 
applying the same poly¬ 
urethane noiseless discs. 

But just like any other 
sport or activity, roller 
skating has brought with it 
some hazards —most of 

which come about because 
people are negligent—about 
themselves and others. A 
sport can sometimes grow 
faster than the education 
and information needed to 
insure safety. 

What are the problems? 
Tire following are some of 
the conditions which have 
contributed to injury as re¬ 
ported to the American 
Chiropractic Association by 
doctors of chiropractic 
treating roller-skate accident 
patients. They, therefore, 
become a list of “Don'ts.” 

DONT 

-Roller-skate in the street 
or parking lots. 

—Roller-skate on irregular 
or unclean surfaces. 
—Roller-skate on side¬ 


walks or heavy pedestrian- 
areas (injury to pedestrians). 

-Attempt to ride down 
steep declines and steps. 

—Attempt to do stunts 
when not qualified. 

Engage in unsupervised 
races. 

- Hang on to moving vehi¬ 
cles, including bicycles. 

Skate without proper 
protective attire, including 
safety helmets and knee- 
pads. 

In addition to the above, 
there are two other hazards 
to be wary of. They deal 
with equipment: your 
skates and your body. Both 
are important pieces of ma¬ 


chinery that must be well 
cared for to be in shape. It 
is important to get a good 
pair of skates and take care 
of them. It is just as impor¬ 
tant to get a physical exam¬ 
ination, get your body in 
condition, and then take 
care of it with periodic 
health examinations. 

Since the skater is subject 
to structural stress because 
of the jars, bump6 and twist¬ 
ing inherent with roller 
skating, chiropractic exam 
inations of the spine and 
nervous system are impor¬ 
tant. Last but not least, if 
you suffer a severe fall, jar 
or injury, seek immediate 
health care attention.
